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by the principals 
sis ted. 


After due deliberation the authori- 


ties concluded to deport three of the 
persons under arrest for conspiracy in 
the late attempt to overthrow the Re- 
public. These were J. Cranstoun, A. 
E. Mueller and J. B Jobnstone. The 
first two named individuals had been 
assigned and accepted the undertak- 
ing of throwing dynamite bombs into 
the Central Union church during 
services on the Sunday evening the 
outbreak was scheduled. Besides this 
the men have been most aggressive in 
their opposition to the Government 
for some time previous to their arrest 
about three weeks ago. 


Cranstoun is the party who was re- 


sponsible for the split in the rank and 
file of the Schutzen Club, through 
which ex-Police Captain Carl Klemme 
was brought into notoriety which had 
much to do with his dismissal from 
the force afterwards. Muller was the 
boon companion of Cranstoun in all 
his schemes against the Government, 
and 
on many occasions expressed 


himself in bitter terms regarding the 
same. Previous to the royalist out- 
break Johnstone was. in the employ of 
the Government as a guardsman and 
was supposed to be a loyal citizen. 
Instead of reporting the meetings o 
the rebels to the Marshal, Johnston 
lent himself body und soul to th< 
revolutionists and tlieir cause? He 
continued to hold hii position, but in 
formed the authorities that every 
thing was calm and serene among the 
malcontents. When the memorable 
outbreak did come, Johnstone provec 
a traitor and was found in the ranks 
of the enemy. 


The three men mentioned above 


were among the first arrests made 
after the commencement of hostilities, 
and formed the nucleus of the large 
colony now crowding all available 
places of detention. 


A meeting of the Cabinet was held 


in the porice station on Friday even- 
ing, at which a decision was reached 
to deport the men. Such an action 
was not decided on hastily, but after a 
free and full discussion of all phases of 
the question at issue. 


Cranstoun, Mueller and Johnstone 


were taken from the prison on Satur- 
day morning and confined in the sta- 
tion house. Shortly before noon, the 
hour announced for the Warrimoo to 
sail, the men were placed in hacks 
and escorted under heavy guard to the 
wharf. On reaching there the three 
miscreants realized for perhaps the 
first time what was intended to be 
done with them. Cranstoun made a 
stubborn resistance, and had to be 
forced up the gang plank, while the 
other two men quietly boarded the 
steamer. Once aboard the men to be 
sent out of the country for the coun- 
try's good became very abusive, and 
swore in round numbers the direst 
sort of vengeance against the Govern- 
ment, and the marshal in particular. 
This little by-play by the prisoners 
added 
to 
the 
excitement already 


aroused o?er the matter, but It failed 
to make a favorable impression on the 
officials. 


On the way to the steamer John- 


stone saw the British Commissioner 
returning and sang out to him that be 
was being forcibly sent out of the 
country; that he was a British subject 
and demanded protection as such. 
Commissioner Hawes returned to the 
steamer and held a consultation with 
Johnstone which lasted some time. 
After getting the prisoner's side of 
the story, Mr. Hawes conferred with 
the Cabinet and returned, and as a re- 
sult of the final consultation Johnstone 
decided to accept the situation. 


In the meantime Craustoun had ex- 


pressed a desire to see the American 
Minister,and Mueller tbe German Con- 
sul, claiming citizenship respectively. 
Accordingly both these representatives 
appeared on the scene and talked witb 
the 
prisoners. 
Consul 
Hackfeld 


plainly told Mueller he could Rive him 
no relief in the premises and advised 
him to accept the Inevitable with thp 
best grace possible 
He considered 


tbe punishment to he inftiott-d a« just 
and that tbe prisoner shouhl r f j n u t 
that it was no worse 


After consultation with Cranstoun 


Minister Willis thought 
differently 


and informed the Government that he 
would enter a formal {protest in tin- 
case of Cranston M 


In the discussion of the matter of d.-- 


porting the men between the (rovern 
ment and tbe diplomatic representa- 
tives, Attorney-General Smith stated 
that the Government had exerrlsed , 
the arbitrary right which It was em- 
powered to do under martial law, fully ' 


realizing tbe responsibility w b i c l i i t 
was assuming. 


The steamer left shortly after 1 


o'clock with the three prisoners on 
board. Their fare was paid to British 
Columbia, and $50 additional given 
the parser for each man, which would 
be delivered to them at the end of their 
journey. 


The action of the Government aeems 


to be sustained by public opinion. 
Thus ended another act in the insur- 


rection drama. 


THE INCOME 
TAX. 


Minister Willis Asked for Informa- 


tion on the Subject. 


It will

remembered that 


shortly after the passage of the in- 
come tax law by the last American 
Congress ruling wae made that 
AmerjurV1 citizens, owning property 
and refilling in foreign countries, 
but BtiH claiming allegiance and 
the protection of the United States, 
were subject to the tax. By the re- 
cent edict of President Cleveland 
through Secretary Gresham, prac- 
tically refusing protection to Am- 
ericans who had taken part in the 
political affairs of Hawaii, it be- 
comes a question whether those re- 
fused protection are etill subject to 
the income tax. 


To obtain a decision as to hi? ex 


act status, Mr. P. C. Jones, a prom 
inent property holder, and at one 
time office holder under the Repub- 
lic, wrote Minister Willis yesterday 
to learn just what position he oc 
cupied in the 
United States 


whether he is still subject to the 
income tax and at the same time 
cannot look to the American Gov 
eminent for protection. On the 
reply of Minister Willis hangs the 
interests of many Americans who 
are still loyal to the Government oi 
their nativity.

Commercial Expediency Will Demand 


the Construction of a Cable Between

HERE is likely to 
occur at no distant 
date a ceremony 
that 
will bring 


about 
a change 


long desired and 
eagerly hoped for 
by all those who 


have the best interests of the Ha- 
waiian Islands at heart. 


This is no less than the signifi- 


cant fact that the American lag is 
again to be raised in Hawaii and 
not to be lowered. 


According to a well defined ru- 


mor, 
which had its origin through 


private information received from 
several reputable sources in the 
States, it is indicated that the 
American Government will soon 
take possession of Pearl Harbor 
under guaranteed treaty rights and 
virtually declare a protectorate 
over the islands. Admiral Beards- 
lee is said to be vested with the 
authority necessary to carry out 
the programme. 


While there is an-absence of offi- 


cial authority concerning the mat- 
ter, both as 
regards 
Admiral 


Beardslee and officers of the Ha- 
waiian Government, color is given 
to the report by the action—takea 
before this time—of Senator Mor- 
gan in introducing a bill hi the 
American Senate to appropriate 
$100,000 to be used in dredging 
and widening the entrance to Pearl 
Harbor. Once this has been accom- 
plished it will be necessary to ask 
for additional appropriations to 
cover cost of constructing a graving 
dock, warehouses and repair shops, 
;hus equipping a complete and 
lighly necessary naval rendezvous 
"n the Pacific. 


In view of this information, 


which is said to emanate from a 
reliable source, is it but natural to 
infer that a decided change has 
come over the spirit of the Admin- 
stration, at least so far as the atti- 
,ude towards Hawaii is concerned. 
There is no question as to the fact 
hat the people are deeply inter- 
ested in and looking forward to 
assuming closer relations with the 
Hawaiian Islands from every point 
if view. Such a course on the part 
)f the 
United States cannot be 


viewed in but one light—that of 
ultimate annexation of the islands. 


A naval station at Pearl Harbor 


would be of but little service to the 
American 
Government 
without 


cable communication, and that too 
under the immediate control of the 
United States. 
In the possible 


event of America becoming in- 
volved in war with Great Britain 
or any other foreign government, it 
would be of absolute importance to 
have direct communication with its 
fleet that might be stationed out- 
side the confines of American ter- 
ritory. 


Should the proposed Canadian- 


Australasian cable scheme be car- 
ried out, the promoters of that en- 
terprise would not give Hawaii the 
go-by—they could not afford to do 
so, either from a commercial or 
financial point of view. 


In the event of the construction 


and operation of the trans-Pasific 
cable under British supervision, 
the United 
States 
Government 


could not expect to make use of it 
in transmitting dispatches of war, 
especially if her complications were

UNO sessions were hek 
by the Military Com 
mission yesterday. Th< 
court opened at 9:45 
with Sam Nowlein ou 
the witness stand, lie 
stated that he did DO 
talk with V. V. Ash 
f o r d concerning th< 
possibilities of a search 
at Washington Place 
Kauihomanole, a hack 
driver of the City Car 


riage Company, identified the tele- 
phone entry book; remembered send- 
ing a hack for V. V. Ashford, and 
knew h^ watch was correct, becau-c 
he compared it every day. 


V. V. Ashford again took the stand, 


and testified as to his business with 
Sam Stone in connection with draw- 
ing up mortgage papers which were 
identified. He stated that be was just 
abont to go down to Hollister's when 
Stone telephoned to come to his house 
at once; went down to Stone's, back 
to the house, to Hollister's, and then 
back home to bed. 
„ 


On cross examination Mr. Ashford 


said he saw no one at Stone's house 
except Mr. Stone, his son and an un- 
cle, who was sitting in a room adjoin- 
ing reading. Outside the conversa- 
tion on the mortgage he remembered 
of saying nothing, except "What's 
the news?" 


The evidence being all in, Mr. Nen- 
mann said he would submit his case 
without argument. 
Captain Kinney said be had consid- 


erable to say, and made one of the 
strongest arguments of the session. 
In substance Captain Kinney said : 
The prisoner Is charged with mis- 
prision of treason, and for the first 
time in the experience of this Com- 
mission a full defense has been put in, 
and the occasion arises for the weigh- 
ing and a careful and discriminating re- 
view and comparison of the evidence 
offered for the prosecution and de- 
fense. What the intelligence of the 
Commission has had to meet so far is 
child's play measured by the task that 
confronts them today. 
The pleas have thus far either been 
guilty, or on the stand they have ad- 
mitted their guilt or have not put in 
any defense. On such a showing the 
Commission could have had but little 
occasion for close study or considera- 
tion of the question of guilt or inno- 
cence on the evidence. Now, for the 
first time really, this Commission is 
put to the test of deciding between 
conflicting evidence. The real work 
of the Commission has begun. 


A.S we lift our eyes to see who 


among the prisoners is making the 
lirst fetand on the evidence, we are not 
surprised to find out who it is. Though 
charged with a much lower offense 
than those whose trials preceded them 
this trial has now lasted the fourth 
day. This fact I do not take to indi- 
cate cither guilt or innocence, but 
simply that we are dealing now with 
a man of a different class, of a class 
which rarely leaves a broad and open 
track behind it. And if any onp has 
expected in this case the same class of 
proofs, the same .simple evidences of 
guilt that a Lot Lane, or a Bertel- 
mann or even a Seward might fur- 
nish they must be disappointed. 


If one is following a fox they must 


expect the tread of an elephant or de- 
mand to be shown a foot pnntas plain. 
The fox's track may to him who will 
-tudy it show proofs as conclusive of 
its origin as any, but the proofs will 
not be the same nor will they be as 
coarsely and vulgarly apparent. 
A 
smart man leaves his tracks so blind- 
ed as to enable him to make some de 
fense. To a primitive mind, once the 
subtle crimes were lost sight of, only 
the open ones were punished. The 
machinery of ancient criminal law 
would be utterly inadequate to cope 
with the intricate crimes of the pres- 
ent day. Men are reached and pun- 
ished now who once could not be 
reached. 
Too often the law punished 


the open tool, but could not reach the 
one who pulled the wires behind the 
scenes. 


It is with this caution that I present 


the case against the prisoner. He 13 
charged with mispri.sion.

dence for the prosecution is plain, 
unbroken in cross-examination and 
connected. 
The two direct witnesses 


are Nowlein and Davles.one Ashford's 
friend, the other not his enemy. They 
are condemned because they bave 
given state's evidence.

Misprison of treason to tuy mind is 


in some respects worse than truaso n 
itself. One in the active pursuit of 
treason becomes dulled to the eiior- 
uilty of hi* offense, like opium smok- 
ers. But he who comes upon treason 
full blown baa no such feeling. 


Mr. Ashford, at any time between 


(Sunday and Thursday,with five words 
to the Marshal, could have averted 
the entire catastrophe. Outlay of 
money, crowded prisons and women 
at the gates; all this hung in the bal- 
ance, and a word could have turned It 
one way or the other. But he would 
not say it. What must have been his 
feelings, when with no active open 
part in the work of treason to keep 
his mind engaged and relieve him of 
thoughts, he simply stood by in rest- 
less and guilty silence and watched 
for the blow to fall upon this city? 
Did he, as the time approached, feel 
no impulse to warn the all uncon- 
scious citizens of this town of what 
hung over them? 


Did he see no woman or child that 


he wished was safely out of danger, 
or, was it simply cold-blooded, calcu- 
lating selfishness which led him to 
wish it to come; for the chance that 
in the overturning the wheel of for- 
tune might turn his way? 
The fact remains he kept silent 


while that guilty thing at sea lay, 
waiting like a beast of prey, for a 
chance to steal down upon this city to 
inaugurate, as far as human foresight 
could foretell, a carnival of bloodshed, 
which would have made that night 
the St. Bartholomew of Hawaii. 
At the close of Captain Kinney's 


argument a recess was taken to await 
the arrival of the twenty-two natives 
awaiting trial. When the court re- 
turned at 12:15 Colonel Fisher, Cap- 
tain Ziegler and Captain Pratt were in 
their old seats. 


The natives brought to trial were H. 


C. Ulukou, Keki, Keolo, Tommy A-i, 
Inoaole. John Piko, Kaanaana, Will- 
lam Kekoa, Elia, Sam Hookano, Ka- 
hikikolu, Kola Kapena, Waianae, 
Keawe, Hikilea, George Makalena, 
Kamae, Kalawalu, James H. Bush, 
Buff Moepali, Manuel Rosa and John 
Wise. All excepting Wise did not 
;are for counsel. After consultation 
with Mr. Neumann a separate trial 
was asked for Wise. The charge not 
tiaving been made, Wise was with- 
drawn, and will probably be arraigned 
on a charge of misprisionof treason. 


Ulukou objected to Captain Camara 


sitting in judgment upon his case, as 
some years ago they had business 
dealings which resulted in hot words 
between them. Captain Camara was 
excused. This wa's the only objection 
offered, and the court was duly sworn 
and the accused given opportunity to 
alead. The general plea was not guilty 
jo inciting or abetting the rebellion, 
and while nearly all admitted that 
hey had taken up arms, they had 
done so from fear of the consequences 
hreatened -by the leaders. Consider- 
able time was consumed with explain- 
ng the true purport of the charge and 
specifications, -with the following re- 
sults: Ulukou, not guilty; 
Kekl, 
railty to charge and specifications; 
Keolo, guilty to charge and specifica- 
tions; Tommy A-i, the same—prisoner 
was nearly 16 years of age; Inoaole, 
;uilty to specifications and not guilty 
b charge; John Piko, guilty to speei-

Xow- 
lein asked the accused if be had any 
money, and gave him a dollar to u»e 
at his own discretion. 


Charley Warren was sworn. 
He 


knew Ulukou; saw him at Kahala on 
nightof January 5th, when he (War- 
ren) was cleaning arms; did not re- 
member threatening to shoot or giv- 
ing orders to shoot anyone who left 
the place. Warren was questioned by 
Kekoa and again denied threatening 
to shoot anyone if they deserted. 


Kamoka was sworn. He first saw 


Ulukou on Saturday night preceding 
the trouble. 
When we were over 


there heard that anyone who attempt 
ed to leave would be shot; Charley 
Warren said it, also heard "Reel- 
Headed George" say the same thing 
while we were carrying guns to the 
cave; that was the reason we stopped 
and did what we did. When ques- 
tioned by Kekoa, Kamaka testified 
that be knew the accused, and that 
they were told they would be shot if 
thev attempted to leave. 


Ulukou went on the stand and re- 


quested to be sworn before making 
bis statement. On Saturday, January 
5th, went to Washington Place where 
I saw Sam Nowlein and Charles 
Clark talking together; asked me 
"wbat'a the news;" after few minutes 
confidential talk with Clark, Nowlein 
said to me, "Can you get some men:" 
told him I could get two; Nowlein 
said must .have someone he knew, 
and then told me he wanted to see me 
at Kohala; then left. 
Stayed with 


Clark till afternoon, when Nowlein 
came back with a number of men: he 
asked if we were ready to go to Ko- 
bala; gave Warren handful of money 
and me a dollar; went down town and 
(rot a drink. Arriving at Kohala met 
George 
Townsend; went to place 


where guns were; told that if anyone 
attempted to leave he would be shot; 
went along tbe beach to a house, 
where we met Charley Warren ; took 
us near Isenberg's place and told us to 
dip; began to find guns and cartridges; 
hid guns under brush ; went back to 
house and placed as sentry at tbe 
d»or; started out in the morning, 
beard rifle shots, and stopped at wall; 
Nowlein then stationed men so as to 
stop those from Waialae region. Carl 
Widemann stopped Isenberg's milk- 
man, 
took number of cans of milk and 


turned team towards house; soon saw 
ca.nnon coming; Nowlein was on the 
bill, and we were in an exposed posi- 
tion ; called Nowlein's attention to 
our exposed position ; he had put his 
men in the front aud was sitting on a 
rock in the rear; when cannon came 
we left, and were stationed in another 
place; soon saw all the men were 
leaving and I laid down my gun and 
cartridges and went home ; when I 
heard the leaders had been caught, I 
gave myself up. 


Keoho called Sam Koloa, who stated 


he was the one who told Keoho to go 
to Kohala. 


Nalimalau testified that Kauai and 


Abrahama had asked him and Inoaole 
to sign an Aloha Aina paper. 


Bila Alapai remembered Kauai and 


Abrahama coming after Inoaole on 
•luflday ; heard them tell him to go to 
Kohala ; they said if he did not obey, 
his life would be taken. 


At the noon hour the Court ad- 


ourned to 1 30 p.m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


During the afternoon session there 


was a continuation of the story of "In- 
nocents led to the slaughter."

"When a crown falls in the West-

The debate on Tuesday afternoon 


last in the Chamber of Commerce 
of San Francisco, says the San 
Francisco Bulletin of January 17th, 
in reference to permanently sta- 
tioning an American war-ship at 
Honolulu caused an interview yes- 
terday with Claus Sprepkels, who

sidered unsatisfactory by him. The 
force of Lis interview was found in 
a few points. He believes that the 
United States interfered unwar- 
rantably in the affairs of the Ha- 
waiians. He believed that the Re- 
public is a sham in that it does not 
represent the large majority of 
the

people should settle their own 
affairs in their own way, and 
that a warship of the United States 
is not needed at Honolulu. 
More- 


over, he believed that the geo- 
graphical position and trade ad- 
vantages held out by San Fran- 
cisco insure us the commerce of 
the Hawaiian Islands. 


The resolution which called out 


• Mr. Sprockets' remarks before the 


Chamber of Commerce Tuesday 
afternoon was drawn and intro- 
duced by Hugh Craig. 
There 


was no antagonism between Mr. 
Craig and Mr. Spreckels in the 
chamber. The former, in an inter- 
view today, tells of the- commer- 
cial considerations which 
were 


back of his resolutions. His state- 
ment contains statistics which in- 
dicate care in complication.

OPINION OF THE COURT BY BICKEH- 


TON. J. 


This case was first -heard in the 


District Court of North Kona, Island 
of Hawaii, where the 
defendant 


pleaded that the land said to have 
seen trespassed on was his land; this 
we understand to have been a plea to 
the jurisdiction of the Court. Sec. 
10 of the Act "To Beorganize the 
Judiciary Department," p. 92, Laws 
of 1892, provides that District Courts 
"shall not have cognizance of real 
actions, nor actions in which the 
title to real estate shall come in ques 
tion." The said Court after hearing 
the evidence, dismissed the case on 
the ground that it was a dispute as 
to the right or title to the land said 
to have been trespassed upop; this 
could only mean that the Court BUS 
tained the plea to the jurisdiction. A 
general appeal was taken by plain- 
tiff to the Circuit Court of the Third 
Circuit at the October Term 1894, 
where the same point was raised on 
motion. After a hearing the,Court 
overruled the motion, thereby hold- 
ing that the District Court had juris- 
diction to hear the case and decide it 
on its merits. The Circuit Court 
should then and there have remand- 
ed the case back to the District Court 
for trial on ita merits but did not do 
so, and proceeded to trial with a jury, 
which resulted in a verdict for the 
plaintiff with $70 damages and th« 
matter now comes here on a bill oi 
exceptions. When the District Conrl 
dismissed the case on the grounds 
above stated tbe appeal should have 
been on the question of law, as tc 
the jurisdiction and not a genera]

PtKION OF THE COTJBT BY JITDOE COOPBB. 
The petitioner L. Keawehakn, filed 


bis petition in the Circuit Court 
graying that the Order admitting 
he will of decedent to Probate be 
revoked. The case was heard on ita 
merits and the Judge at Chambers 
refused to revoke the order and dis- 
missed the petition. The petitioner 
.hereupon noted an appeal to the 
"irenit Court at Term, which was 
met by a motion on the part of the 
respondents asking that the case be 
stricken from the calendar on the 
ground that there was no provision 
>f law whereby the case could be 
lied by a jury. The Circuit Court 
granted the motion and dismissed 
ihe appeal. 
The petitioner then 


iled a notice of appeal to this Court 
and the respondents now claim that 
the case is not properly here, for the 
reason that his remedy was not by ap- 
peal but by bill of exception. We find 
•hat tbe contention of the raspond- 
ents is correct. The order complain- 
ed of was made by the Circuit Court 
at Term and the method of bringinf 
such a case to this Court is by bill o: 
exceptions and not by general ap- 
peal. The case not being regularly 
before this Court the appeal might 


dismissed upon that ground alone, 


3Ut we go further even at the risk of 
inserting what nncUr the circum- 
stances might be strictly termed 
dictum and find after an examination 
of the whole proceeding that tbe ap- 
peal t.' the Circuit Court at Term 
was properly dismissed. 


Tbe law of 1864 authorizing the 


trial of issues of fact in matters of 
probate and administration by a jury 
does not afford the petitioner any 
relief in this case. The validity of 
the will had been passed upon and 
an order admitting it to probate had 
been entered by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction. The filing of the petit- 
ion for revocation, did not raise any 
question of fact that could properly 
be tried before a jury. Undoubtedly, 
the Probate Court had the right to 
revoke tbe order upon a sufficient 
showing, but whether or not such a 
course should be followed was a 
question of law based upon tbe facts 
presented at the hearing on the 
petition. 
The Court declined to 


grant the petition and such a decis- 
ion was reviewable only by an appeal 
to this Court, which would have 
raised the same points as were tried 
by the Circuit Court. 


The correctness of the decision of 


the lower Court in declining to grant 
the prayer of the petition is not be- 
fore •us; tbe only matter that can now 
be decided is whether tbe petitioner 
had a right to appeal to the Circuit 
Court at Term, and this we have 
decided in the negative.

WASHINGTON, Dec. '27.— Some new 


and interesting iuformatiou relating 
to the present attitudeof the adminis- 
tration toward Hawaii has come to 
light. This intelligence will heighten 
public condemnation of the President 
and Secretary Gresharn, and further 
demonstrate their stubbornness and 
lack of patriotism in dealing with a. 
matter of so great importance to this 
country. The course of the adminis- 
tration in Hawaiian affairs, as is well 
known, has been opposed to the best 
interests of the United States from the 
start. 
It was bad enough to regard 


the report of "Paramount" Blount as 
fairly representing the Hawaiian sit- 
uation, and later to conspire against 
the existing Government of the islands 
for the restoration of the dissolute Li- 
liuokalani. 
The past schemes of the 


administration have been farcial io 
character, and fortunately ineffectual 
in execution. They have served, how- 
ever, to show the bias and weakness of 
the administration. 
Having failed so disastrously in 
their monarchical programme, and in- 
cidentally Improved England's po- 
sition at the expense of the best inter- 
ests of this country, it seemed only 
reasonable to expect that Mr. Cleve- 
land and his Secretary of State would 
see the folly of their past course and 
adopt one more in accord with Amer- 
ican sentiment and requirements. In- 
formation at hand shows that the ad- 
ministration's present policy in Ha- 
waii is to be one of absolute indiffer- 
ence and contempt. This negative 
policy, if the course determined upon 
can be dignified by such a word, is as 
injurious as were the previous active 
schemes against the welfare of the 
Provisional Government. Its effect 
will be to invite disorder, to further 
foreign cupidity, and to induce, per- 
haps, actual interference by foreign 
powers in the affairs of the islands. 
Mr. Cleveland has decided that Ha- 
waii is to be ignored completely, and 
any and all moral and physical sup- 
port to the existing government is to 
be withheld, whatever may be the 
change in the situation.

time ago, and he will now give to the 
islands the executive "cold shoulder." 
This country ia to manifest no special 
interest in President Dole's govern- 
ment, and neither directly nor by im- 
plication is it to show evidence of con- 
cern in the success or failure of the Re- 
public.

week was one of the beat steamers 
belonging to the Wilder's S. S. Com- 
pany is now nothing but a lot of shiv- 
ered wreckage, scattered alou^j the 
coast from Hakalau to Kast Point. 


While the Kihalaoi was loading 


sugar at Hakalau last Friday after- 
noon, a strong uorth-westerly wind set 
in. Captain Lane, oM;he Kihalanl, at 
once saw that it was going to be more 
of a breeie than he wanted to en- 
counter where he was, and made pre- 
parations to get out. 


The Kihalani had out an anchor 


ahead, a stern line to the buoy, and a 
breast line to the wharf. The captain 
took in the breast Hue, told hi8 second 
mate to stand by the stern line and 
pay out as the steamer moved ahead 
to the anchor. Captain Lane signaled 
the engineer to go ahead, and began 
taking in forward anchor-chain at the 
same time. Just as the steamer was 
directly over the anchor the engineer 
appeared on deck with the informa- 
tion that something had fouled the 
propeller, and the engine was power- 
less. It was the work of but a moment 
to discover what the trouble was. The 
second mate, on hearing the jingle- 
bell, supposed everything all right, 
and, instead of following orders and 
paying out the stern-line as the vessel 
went ahead, he let the line go with a 
run, slack and all, and it dropped ou 
the propeller. 
Immediately Captain Lane slackened 


away as much chain as be dared, with 
the hope that be might be able to hold 
on; but the wind by this time was 
blowing a gale, the anchor dragged, 
and in a moment more she was on the 
rocks, about 200 feet outside the land- 
ing. The first bump on the rocks 
seemed the signal for a frantic rush 
for the boats. The captain tried to get 
the boat containing two engineers and 
five sailors to take a kedge-anchor and 
line and drop it outside, with the hope 
of kedging off clear of the rocks, but 
his only answer was that, if he wanted 
to go with them to get in the boat, and 
this Captain Lane refused to do, as he 
felt confident that, could he prevail ou 
his men to help him, there was still 
good chances of saving his vessel. 
The captain 
asked 
the engineer 


whether or not there was any danger 
of the boilers blowing up, ami, upon 
receiving a negative reply, toM the 
engineer he would stay where 1 >• WR.H. 
The first boat put out to sea and Imided 
for Hllo.

Captain Lane then telephoned to j 


Hilo for the Hawaii, and the Hawaii 
made a brave attempt to reach the | 
Kihalani in time to be of some aid, [ 
but, as the wind had increased steadily , 
it was impossible to make much head- 
way against it, and long before the 
Hawaii could possibly have reached 
Hakalau it was evident tbe Kibalui.i 
was doomed. 


The Hawaii got as far as Pohaku- 


mauu, having picked up the boat - 
crew off OnoiDPH, then turned about 
and returned to Hilo 


The Kihalatii sank where she fir«t 


struck, and remained there 
until 


about - a tn. on Saturday morning, 
by which time she had either dropped 
her macbinery through tbe bottom or 
had rolled over and it came over the 
side, thereby lightening up the hull 
so that it drifted ashore just below the 
mill in Hakalau Gulch. 


It appears to be the opinion of eye- 


witnesses that, had the officers and 
crew kept half as clear-headed as the 
captain, and obeyed his instructions 
promptly tbe accident might have been 
averted; and sure it is that, but for 
the unfortunate throwing of tbat stern 
line, the Kibalaui would have gone 
out safely, a-s Captain Lane had his 
vessel under perfect control.

Dashed to Pieces OB the Coral Reef 


off Levnka. 


Captain F. D Swain, of t h e hark 


Ophir, that was wrecked off L*\ uka, 
Fiji, waa a through iiassenpt-r on 


seemed tu be no chance of abate- 
ment , HO were being blown steadily 
upon the coral reef by the terrific 
force of the gale. Our crew of four- 
teen men did gallant work, but all 
to no avail ; twenty-four hours after- 
wards we were upon the reef, and 
in danger of being dashed to pieces. 
Our only chance was to pull away 
in boats, which we did when we 
aaw the ship could not be saved. 
After we left her ebe was daehbd to 
pieces by the force of the waves 
and became a total lose. 


"The barometer's lowest reading 


was 28.50 deg., which was near the 
beginning of the storm. 
Fifteen 


minutes after we were struck by 
the hurricane, our ehip had nine 
feet of water in her. 


" I cannot see how ihe disaster 


could have been averted. Levuka 
is naturally a bad place for vessels, 
at any time, but the Weather Bu- 
reau reported the storm in which 
we were caught as the worst one 
that has ever been known here. 


'' A Norwegian bark was caught 


in the storm near Levuka on the 
same day; all three of her masts 
were carried away, and the captain 
was badly injured about the head. 


" I am going to San Francisco to 


report to the agents at that place.

Professor Koebele Still Looking Up 


Pest Destroyers. 


By the steamer Warrimoo. Com- 


missioner Marsden received a letter 
from Professor Koebele, who was in 
Ceylon. The professor visited the 
celebrated 
Botanical 
Gardens at 


Kandy, in Ceylon, and has looked 
carefully in to .the coffee-leaf disease 
according to instructions given him 
by Commissioner Marsden, who has 
been anxious to obtain seeds of 
economic plants, but who hesitated 
to procure them owing to preva- 
lence of the coffee-leaf disease in 
Ceylon. 
Professor Koebele writes 


that there is not the slightest 
danger of introducing the disease 
by bringing seeds to this country, 
as the disease can only exist on 
living plants. He is fully investi- 
gating the Japanese beetle, which 
is prevalent in that country, and 
will leave no stone unturned to find 
some means whereby this pest can 
be eradicated. Professor Koebele 
was to leave Ceylon for Japan on 
the 31st of January.

tion, attacked another party of black 
laborers, killing three, whom they 
disembowled, and made preparations 
to enjoy a cannibal feast. Just as the 
cooking was about to commence the 
overseer made his appearance. The 
murderers were .secured and subse- 
quently brought' before the German 
consul and a mixed jury of Germans 
and Bamoans 
One was sentenced to 


death, and others to terms of impris- 
onment.
